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In Baku I trtod to investigate the extent of the oil facilities there but wasn't 
able to find out all I wanted to know. I was shown the new oil fields recently 
discovered beneath the Oa apian Sea. The oil is 5,000 mete re below the level of the 
Sea. I was told that 2$J of the oil production of the Baku area cooes from this new 
field* 1 was also told that the Caspian Sea field now has over 500 wells producing 
from 15 to 20 tons each per day. trm this you can see thet the Caspian Sea fields 
produce between five and six thousand tons of oil. per dqy. If the Caspian fields 
produce 2 QJj of the Baku oil, total production in the Baku area can be estimated# 

They intend to raise the Caspian oea field production to 30£ of total Baku production 
next year, and to 50^> the year after* There also appears to be development of new 
oil fields in the Altai itonge. I snitched a sample of the catalyst (ahokubai) used 
in their refinery and had it analysed l y a friend in Japan who said that it la ten 
years old coopered with US stand erda. (I hope this incident will not be revealed 
because of its effect on the fuith the Soviets will have toward the Japanese*) 

In the Baku area I noticed a large number of T-34 tanka and anti-aircraft guns* 

I asked the Governor of the Province, around whose bouse I noticed a large number of 
weapons, if this was an evidence of the new "Peace" Any, which nade bin angry sod 
left him without o reply. I V i - 

fte next went to Georgia which is, of course, the birthplace of both Stalin and 
Berla. In this border area there are large numbers of soldiers. I saw antl-airoruf t 
emplacements, tanks and jet aircraft in lorge nunbers. One interesting thing I 
noted were the large uunber of excellent roads built into arson >f little population. 

In Tiflis I saw a seamless atcel tube factory, employing 10,000 workers. Ite.v. 
machines bear labels indicating they were made in Germany during 1940-43. The guide 
eteted that they were puxchoeed i n Germany, but when I asked if there yore free trade 
with the Germane during the war he just grinned. • ivv^. 

The presence of a large lumber of troops here suggests the possibility that .Russia 
may be considering this *a the next vantage point from which to launch aggrooaive 
warfare.- The things I observed there were not for defensive purposes} they were 
definitely for an offensive movement, possibly toward Iran and Iraq. Their activities 
toward the civil populace appears to be preparing then for ectiOn-'in the area. I 
believe that their next target will be in the Kiddie Bast, riot Denmark or Poland. 

Another indication that this is not a d of aneive posture is the f act that they have 
* located heavy industry, so fsr forward tovurd tiat would be the front lire if the 
I Soviets seamed the defensive in this area. This all can be related to the veg^i 
swit^ of the soviet lenders through India and the Egyptian aims deal. ' v- ’ v ’ 

In the USSR there is nothing worth buying as a souvenir item - clothing, etc, 
bo I bought textbooks, maps, etc. They wouldn't sell the maps in Moscow but I was 
able to btgr them without difficulty in Tiflis.
